Night  cottages  have  been  converted  into  five  at  South 
Luffenham.  These  have  been  internally  replanned 
dilapidated  outbuildings  demolished,  new  floors,  windows 
scullery,  larder. and  n.q.  for  each  house  provided.  Assistance 
was  given  for  this  work  by  way  of  grants  from  the  Rutland  county 
Council  under  the  Housing  ( Rural  workers)  Acts. 

.Two  cottages  in  oueen  street,  Uppingham,  have  been  thoroughly 
repaired.  Town  water  laid  on  to  the  sinks  and  w.c*s.  Larger 
windows  were  provided,  a  scullery  was  added  to  one  house." 

Owing  to  the  present  conditions  housing  work  is  temporarily 
held  up  and  only  absolutely  necessary  repairs  are  being  called  for.
